DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to the Amendment filed on 4/7/08. Accordingly, claims 
19-44 are currently pending; and claims 1-18 are canceled. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 19-44 are allowed. 

3. References 6560277, 6563878, 5555272, 7339996, 6721363 and 6301296 are 
additionally cited because they are pertinent to the claimed invention. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
-Regarding independent claim 19, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests a 

method comprising: selecting a test PAD (programmed attenuation) value for a communications 
system; calculating a sum of absolute errors between average received values multiplied by the 
test PAD value and nearest CODEC linear values for a CODEC type, selecting a minimum 
absolute error value based upon the calculation; and calculating a PAD estimate based on the 
minimum absolute error value; and identifying a CODEC for the communication system based 
on the minimum absolute error value. 

-Regarding independent claim 33, none of prior art of record teaches or suggests an 
apparatus comprising: a first modem, the first modem to detect and measure an actual value of 
programmed attenuation (PAD) in a digital trunk and to detect a type of CODEC, the first 
modem to select a plurality of test values, where each said test value corresponds to a PAD 
value, select one or more CODEC types, calculate a minimum error between preprocessed 
received signal values and the type of CODEC linear values for a test PAD value, calculate a 
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PAD estimate based on the minimum error, and identify a CODEC type based on the minimum 
error.
